The drawing 
should be filed as a separate paper with'a transmittal letter addressed to the Drawing Review Branch. 

2. Timing of Corrections 

Applicant is required to siibmit acceptable corrected drawings within the three-month shortened statutory period set 
in the Notice of Allowability (PTOL-37). If a correction is determined to be unacceptable by th^' Office, applicarit 
must arrange to have acceptable doiTettionrekubmitted within the original three-month period to avoid the necessity 
of obtaining as extension of time and paying the extension fee. Therefore, applicant should file coirected drawings 
as soon as possible. -* ^. . *j r , " ...
